The transfer of the polls from the 
Inn is the breaking of the last public 



tic with the old hostlery. In 1830 the 
General Wayne became the first post 
office in Lower Merion and for many 
years was the only one. It has been 
used as a polling place and scene of 
township elections from early in the 
19th century.

Osage orange, used for posts and 
police clubs, was shown to be one of 
the strongest woods in the country. 
The heart of red cedar was also ex- 
plained, by the use of a sample, as an 
evelasling lumber stock. 

Mr. Shull questioned the value of 
cedar-lined closets as a moth repellant, 
showing Government tests to back up 
his statement. That they are neat, 
and smell nice is about the only credit 
he would give this type of closet.

Giant Gas Holder to 

Be Constructed Soon 



Faced with an unprecedented def- 
mand for gas for residence and hot- 
water heating purposes and normal ex- 
pectancy due to additional customer 
demands, the Philadelphia Electric 
Company has authorized the expendi- 
ture of $850,000 for the construction 
and installation of a new 10,000,000 
cubic foot gas holder at West Con- 1 
shohocken. The project, originally 
planned for 1931, has been advanced | 
to the 1930 calendar in order that the 
completed work may give the company 
access to the additional capacity at the 
beginning of the 1931 heating season. 

The new holder will be located on 
property holdings of the company on 
River Road, near Balligomingo Road, 
where the company already has a 
5,000,000 cubic foot holder, erected 
1923. 

The company will immediately place 
orders for the holder and accessory 
equipment, inasmuch as an estimated 
twelve months will be required by the 
manufacturers and contractors to fab- 
ricate and erect the unit. Approxi- 
mately six months is the estimated 
time for fabrication alone in the shops 
of the manufacturers, where additional 
labor will be put on to expedite the 
work. 

Work will also be started on clear- 
ing the site at West Conshohocken, a 
job which will require a force of men 
for a period of approximately three 
months, due to the large amount of 
rock to be excavated. 

The holder will have a diameter of 
about 265 feet and a height, when fully 
inflated, of approximately 250 feet. It 
will be one of the largest holders in 
the country. 

The company now has eleven hold- 
ers in various parts of its suburban 
territory for taking care of the pres- 
ent demands of its customers. These 
holders have a total capacity of 16,360,- 
000 cubic feet. It is estimated that the 
maximum daily sendout of gas from 
these eleven holders and the new West 
Conshohocken unit, just authorized, 
will reach 48.000,000 cubic feet in the 
winter of 1931-32.

" Burning leaves to get rid of them is a vicious practice 1 he acrid 
smoke from such fires irritates tender throats, and makes the neighbor- 
hood unpleasant, while you are destroying the major part of one ot 
nature's most precious protections and fertilizers. 

"Save every leaf! Let lie where they fall; leaves protect lawns, 
shrubberv and flower roots. Raked together in the spring old leaves 
make one of the most valuable of all additions to the compost heap. If 
In not wish to let leaves lie where they fall rake them up for the 
compost heap now. You will be richly rewarded by what they a< d foi 
vour garden after thev have rotted and earth worms have helped tun 
'them back into soil again. If you will not do any of these things, at least 
give some thrifty neighbor^ chance to save your leaves, lor burning is 
the most wanton of wastes." 

Sweeping leaves out into the street is a method that_ should not be 
followed since thev tend to clog sewers and drains at the first ram. Wet 
leaves also constitute a hazard for automobiles by skidding.

II A definite fixing of the territorial 

1 1 limits of Wynnewood and an election 

i of eleven new directors to serve until 

October, 1931, took place at a recent 

meeting of the Board of Directors of 

the Wynnewood Civic Association. 

The new directors are J. H. R. 
Acker, Stephen G. Duncan, Walton 
Ciibh, J. O. Hackenbcrg, L. Richard 
Kinuanl, J. Bernard Mcfiovcrn, Wal- 
ter L. Morgan, Whitney Payne, H. 
Denny Roberts, Samuel C. Wagner, 
Jr. Horace C. Booz was elected to 
serve until 1932. 

The association asks the co-opera- 
tion of its members in alleviating the 
nuisance of overhanging foliage, re- 
questing the trimming of trees so that 
there will be at least seven feet clear- 
ance under the worst conditions. 

Ten additional street intersection 
signs will be erected in Wynnewood 
by the Committee on Street Signs. 
Arrangements have also been made 
with the State Highway Department 
to place "Wynnewood" signs on Lan- 
caster Pike, and the Association hopes 
to make provision for similar signs on 
Montgomery Avenue and Wynnewood 
Road. 

The boundaries of the section, 
which have never been definitely fixed 
before, were set to include the Eng- 
lish Village, Wynnewoods and part 
of Minden Manor. The exact limits 
arc defined as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of 
Church Road and Lancaster Avenue, 
thence east along the centre line of 
Lancaster Avenue to Wynnewood 
Road, thence west along and includ- 
ing both sides of Wynnewood Road 
to Argyle Road, thence south along 
the centre line of Argyle Road to Hav- 
erford Road, thence southeast along 
the centre line of Havcrford Road to 
Remington Road, thence northeast 
along the centre line of Remington 
Road to Lancaster Avenue, thence 
west along the centre line of Lancaster 
Avenue to Brookwood Lane, thence 
a diagonal across the Shortridge prop- 
erty to the intersection of Wynnewood 
Road and Wynnewood Avenue, thence 
north along and including both sides of 
Wynnewood Avenue to Montgomery 
Avenue, thence west along and in- 
cluding both sides of Montgomery 
Avenue to Cherry Lane, thence north- 
west along and including both sides of 
Cherry Lane to Llanfair Road, thence 
southwest along and including both 
sides of Llanfair Road to Wister 
Road, thence along and including both 
sides of Wister Road to Owen Road, 
thence along and including both sides 
of Owen Road to Montgomery Ave- 
nue, thence west along the centre line 
of Montgomery Avenue to Church 
Road, and thence southwest along the 
centre line of Church Road to Lancas- 
ter Avenue, the place of beginning.

FLECK BATTING CHAMP

During the year of 1930 the Nar- 
berth baseball team, again champions 
of the Main Line League, have en- 
gaged in fifty-eight Raines to better by 
fifteen contests the list of engagements 
for 1929. Moreover, during this sea 
son Narberth went out of the bor- 
ough in search of games on foreign 
diamonds. In this errant tour the 
borough diamond kings suffered seven 
losses in fourteen matches, one ending 
in a tic. 

The adventures of the Davismen in 
this venturesome year carried them 
around an extensive radius that sent 
them as far west as Downingtown and 
Coatesville, to the shore for their 
Beach Haven debut, and many outly- 
ing locations where they met powerful 
baseball machines whose engines on 
many occasions were successfully bat- 
tered into submission. 

Narberth overcame thirty-three ball 
clubs during the past year for clean- 
cut victories, bowed in defeat to twen- 
ty-three and forced two other out- 
standing units into a deadlock. The 
most propitious showing was displayed 
against the independent clubs. Among 
the outstanding teams who have fallen 
a prey to Narberth's baseball prowess 
are Mnnoa A. C, the Columbia Turn- 
ers, E. G. Budd Company, Gregorian 
C. C, and many others who have felt 
the sting of Narberth's droning swipes 
that sent them tumbling down to dras- 
tic defeats. 

Recapitulation of the records, how- 
ever, discloses the numerous defeats 
due directly to the keen competition 
from the Main Line League foes dur- 
ing the second half, when Bryn Mawr, 
a wrecker of titular hopes, and Dun- 
kirk, runners-up for the second half, 
claimed the bulk of the league vic- 
tories. Such clubs as Hilldale and 
Clearview, both of whom have turned 
down the boroughites twice this year, 
and the Colored House of David, po- 
tent clan from the Middle-West, are 
responsible for the unimpressive show- 
ing by the champions this season. 
Fleck Wins Laurels 

A new batting champion was 
crowned in Narberth this year, taking 
the title from a field of over twenty- 
eight contenders. Vernon (Vernie) 
Fleck was declared the chammon bat- 
ter o" the borough club when he 
turned in a .423 card that enabled him 
to beat out Mickey Burns, his closest 
rival, i*'ho trailed *he veteran 1oi base- 
ball with a return of .407. 

The computation of the batting av- 
erages as revealed for the first-half 
season found Vernie Fleck finishing 
at the wire second to Joe McEntee, 
Holy Cross' baseball genius and star 
first-baseman of the Narberth Club. 
At that time Fleck held an average of 
.470, while McEntee led the pack with 
.567. 

Fleck, who set another batting rec- 
ord during the past year by hitting 
con ■'stoutly for thirty-one games, met 
his Waterloo during the championship 
series during which lie went into a 
slump that found him hitting for an 
average of .182. This hitting depres- 
sion by Fleck during the series grad- 
ually stripped him of bis high honors 
with the willow, giving him a .457 card 
for activities of the first two titular 
contests, and .438 for the second pair 
of tilts, not to mention the final debut 
which found him enlisted in that well- 
known society which assumes the ap- 
pellation of "Order of the Collar." 

Mickey Burns, Narberth's eminent 
catcher, found little difficulty in finish- 
ing second, for since the time Mickey 
registered .420, his peak return of the 
year, Ray Young assumed the duties 
behind the mask when doctor's orders 
kept Mickey away from baseball due 
to osteopathic treatments for his 
throwing arm.

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Healthy Lawns Simple 
to Maintain 

When Understood

While suitable soil and good drain- 
age are very essential to the develop- 
ment of a lawn, constant and intelligent 
attention during the growing season is 
likewise important. 

One should consider their lawn as a 
crop each year, just as much so as a 
garden patch or a field of grain. To 
obtain a healthy,well-developed crop 
of grass, as in tlie case of vegetables, 
grain, etc., it is very necessary that 
consideration should be given to the 
proper food elements upon which grass 
will grow best. 

Because there is no single element 
which embodies all food value for grass 
plants, the best results in lawn feeding 
cannot be expected. Many lawns have 
in the past been treated with such 
materials as barn manures, lime and 
bone meal. While there is some value 
in each of these, none of them contains 
the vital food elements in their entirety 
nor in proper proportions. Grasses 
must have a properly balanced ration 
in order to grow and thrive during the 
entire season. 

Lime is an indirect fertilizer, that is, 
it reconditions the soil rather than sup- 
plies food to the plants. Most soils 
have sufficient lime content. A dan- 
gerous factor in its use is the tendency 
to exhaust and burn out the humus 
(|ualities of your lawn. Lime helps 
clay soils but exhaustive study has 
demonstrated that it encourages clover, 
weed and crab-grass growth. 

Bone meal is an extremely slow act- 
ing material and cannot be expected to 
show results for a period of months. 
Notwithstanding its frequent use, it is 
not an ideal food where quick results 
are desired. 

No plants, including grasses, can 
stand drying out. They can resist cold 
but not drouth. Most lawns are com- 
ing into the winter with a serious lack 
of moisture for their winter supply. 
This lack of water has unquestionably 
lowered vitality, in many instances 
clearly shown by the dried-out appear- 
ance of your lawn this fall. 

By proper feeding now, when such 
treatment is more important than ever, 
you will help your grass live through 
the cold winter months and start a 
healthy early spring growth. 

The same simple facts in the care 
of your trees should be followed. 
Many trees this year, though growing 
for more than fifty years in some cases, 
are showing the results of starvation. 
Trees which have not been given peri- 
odical feeding have suffered more seri- 
ously from this year's dry conditions. 
The reason is simple, just like the 
human body; when vitality is low, the 
ability to resist extreme conditions, 
disease, etc., is slight. Likewise a tree 
will lose its leaves early in the fall, or 
appear to be dying altogether as a 
result of drouth, shock or general un- 
favorable conditions. Your trees, like 
your garden and potted plants, must be 
given food in the form of properly 
balanced rations — if you expect them 
to constantly grow healthy and beauti- 
ful. Trees and lawn grasses should be 
fed periodically, regardless of whether 
they appear healthy; if they are thriv- 
ing, proper rations will keep them so, 
while if in a starved, undernourished 
condition, periodical feeding of a well- 
balanced ration will develop them into 
healthy and beautiful specimens.
